Cincinnati, April 15. (ZP)—Hopes 
of averting a major flood disaster 
in the Ohio River valley brighten­ 
ed today with forecasts of little 
rain for the next two days. 
The Ohio, already at its sixth 
highest level in 64 years, still rose 
about four inches an hour. H ow ­ 
ever, rivermen predicted only a 
little more damage than is usual 
each spring—unless there is more 
rain. 
Two deaths—in West Virginia 
and Kentucky—were attributed to 
the swollen streams as flood con­ 
ditions entered their fourth 
day. 
Meanwhile, the Red Cross cared 
for almost 3,800 families flooded 
from lowland homes in Ohio, Indi­ 
ana, West Virginia and Kentucky.

were 
John 
Sherman (Jackie) McNally, 9, at 
Louisville, and Edward Smith, 17, 
at Sissonville, W. Va. Smith died 
in an attem pt to recover a wild 
duck in Poca river. Jackie fell in 
Beargrass creek. 
Levee Built Up 
One grim battle against the ris­ 
ing Ohio was under way at Ports­ 
mouth, O., along the city’s uncom ­ 
pleted million dollar floodwall. An 
emergency 1,000-foot levee 
two 
feet high is being built to piece out 
the floodwall designed to protect 
up to 77 feet w hen completed. 
Last night Portsm outh high w a ­ 
ter neared the 60-foot stage, some 
four 
feet under the emergency 
wall. A tentative crest of 62 feet 
was expected. 
A 64-foot stage was forecast for 
Cincinnati. This much water would 
cover Lunken airport and inun­ 
date many factories and business 
houses hi the! district. Some " G 
families were moved out of homes 
there. 
Across 
the 
river in Campbell 
county, Kv., another 500 families 
were evacuated yesterday. Further 
downstream at Louisville, scores of 
bottomland residents fled rn the 
face of a weather bureau forecast 
of 14 feet above flood stage 
by 
Sunday. The Red Cross sheltered 
more than L300 families in a 14- 
county area. 
Bridges Collapse 
There seemed little danger of 
epidemics, although the w ater sup­ 
ply was shut off at Cynthiana. Kv. 
Bridges 
near 
Cincinnati (over 
Muddy Creek) and Columbia. Kv., 
collapsed 
under

trucks, dropping the vehicles into 
the water. There were no injuries.

For Armed Robbery 


Briefly Told 


Richard Hescott, 20, of Nahma, 
today was sentenced to prison for 
a minimum of three years to life 
following his plea of guilty to a

In forceful language, he warned that It 
m ight already be too late to build up the 
Air Force before Russia got 
the 
atomic 
bomb. 
“We said three years ago that our Air 
Force was going to hell, *we said it again 
two years ago and w e say this year that it 
is going to h ell,” blistered Sym ington. "We 
say this year that no m atter how you try to 
fix it, you are not going to have an ade­ 
quate Air Force by the tim e the Russians 
have the bomb. It is too late."

w ithering look, he tactfully added: 
"Mr. Forrestal said w e could say what 
w e felt. 
"It is true,’’ Sym ington continued, "that 
w e testified for universal m ilitary train­ 
ing.

Ice no longer is an impediment

It has been a tough ruling on Rasmussen and several other top 
notch ski jumpers in Ishpeming, Iron Mountain, Ironwood and other 
I ski leaping centers in the Upper Peninsula. The Negaunee sensation, 
for instance, has had to turn down several valuable merchandise 
prizes—radios, watches. S30 pair of skis.
